AVASIIINOTON,. June 9, — Chairman 


Dingley of the houae waye and means 
committee, made a report on the men- 
ace to American manufacture™ by the 
threatened invasion of the cheap prod- 
ucts o! oriental labor, and upon the ef- 
fects of the difference of exchange be- 
tween gold standard and silver standard 
couktriM upon United States manafac- 
turingand agriculture, those questions 
having been investigated by the commit- 
tee. The report eaya the sudden awak- 
ening of Japan from the oriental .elnm- 
ber of centuries is being followed by an 
equally rapid westernizing of her meth- 
ods of industry; that while the Japan- 
ese do not have the inventive faculty of 
Americans or even of Europeans, their 
imitative faculties are wonderful. Their 
atandard of living would be regarded as 
practical starvation by the workingmen 
of the United States, and their hours of 
later average twelve a day. Such 
workingmen, as blacksmiths, carpentere 
masons, compositors, tailors and plast- 
erers receive in Japanese cities only 
from 2ti to 33 cents, and factory opera- 
tives 5 to 20 c nts per day in our money, 
and nearly double thoee sums in Japan- 
ese silver money, while farm hande re- 
ceive £1.44 per month, - Europeans and 
Americans, eays Mr. Dingle;, recognize 
the profitable field afforded for inve°t- 
mente and factories, and he adds: 


"Sixty-one cotton mills, controlled os- 


tensibly by Japanese companies, but 
promoted by Europeans, and several 
small silk factories, aro in operation 
with something over half a million spin-

men."

The committee reports that it knows no 
remedy outside of the absolute prohibi-

An 
argument for tine policy ia made, it be* 
ing said to accomplish a double purpose, 
the collection of revenue to aupport the 
government, and the placing of com- 
petition in our markets on the basis of; 
higher wages. This ia eaid to be not for 
the benefit of the manufacturers in thie 
country, for the manufacturer has only 
to go to England or Japan to place him* 
aelr on the same basis as he is placed 
here under duties on competing im- 
ports equivalent to the difference of 
wages here and there, but to eecure to 
all tho people the benefits which come 
from home, rather than foreign produc- 


. tion. .

As to whether the fact that one dollar 


. of this country or the silver purchased 
. by thia dollar will exchange for nearly 


• two Japanese yen (dollars), gives the 
, manufacturer of cotton, for example, in 
, Japan, an advantage additional to that 


caused by the conditions already dis- 
cussed in the marketa of thla country, 


• Mr. Dingley aaya: "Clearly the manu- 
facturer in Japan ia in this respect at a 
disadvantage, for his cotton comes 
largely .from the United 'States, and he 
must pay not only the freight, but addi- 
tional charge, riaka of the fluctuations 


. of exchange resulting from the fact that 


Japan does not have the monetary 
standard of the commercial world. He 


. .obtains no advantage by the eale of hia 
goods in the terms of more valuable 
currency, but on the contrary, loses 
something by this brokerage. 


"The only way in which he can ob- 


tain any advantage must be through the 
failure of wages in Japan to rise as i 
much as the yen has depreciated in its 
relative value to gold since 1873; while 
wages in the United States, since 1873, 
have doubled aa estimated in silver nnd 
have even risen 15 per cent as estimated 
in gold. - 


"MaimfflctarhiR wages in the United 


States lire 25 per cent higher in pur- 
chasing power than a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago; the labor coot of production iu 
Japan ia largely diminished, while the 
labor cost of production in the United 
Statea hna been increased except na 
counteracted by a larger use of labor- 
saving devices. It ia claimed that, how- 
ever, notwithstanding the wages of the 
Japanese laborer have not riaenjaa the 
silver yen of Japan haa in price aa com- 
pared with gold, yet his wages will still 
buy aa many Japanese products as they 
would twenty-three yeara ago. It is 
evident that eo far as the Japanese peo- 
ple consume foreign products they must' 
pay nearly twice as much for them 
either in their own production or in 
their own money aa they would pay if 
they were not on a silver basis—a fact 
which clearly diminishes the pnrchaaing 
power of Japanese wages one-half so far 
as tbe Japanese consume foreign prod- 
ucts. 


"Silver standard countries like Japan 


and Mexico in which, as it ia claimed, 
the pricea of domestic products estimat- 
ed in silver remain the same aa in 1873, 
are put to i disadvantage in their trade 
with foreign countries on a gold stand- 
ard, in that the latter countries are able 
to use silver which coats nearly 50 per 
cent leas than it did in 1873 in payment 
for the products of silver standard coun- 
tries, practically paying only half aa 
much in their money for products of ail- 
,

the probable course that will be pur- 
sued on the financial question and it is 
becoming evident this question will re- 
ceive more attention than any other in 
the committeea and delegates generally. 


The possibility of a bolt by the free 


silver delegates, in case of the incorpora- 
tion of a plank iu the platform which 
they will construe as unfriendly to sil- 
ver, is discussed freely in the hotel lob- 
bies and by none more so than by the 
silver men themselves, of whom there 
are already several-in the city. There 
has been no general conference among 
them, however, and will not be untfl 
the arrival of Senators Teller, Dubois, 
Cannon and others who are not ex- 
pected until the latter part of this week 
or the first of next. It is gathered from 
those who are already here that the dis- 
position to bolt tbe convention is con* 
fined to but very few. One of the most 
prominent of the silver delegates said 
tonight that the men from the west fe 
they bad been elected bv Republica 
constituencies to meet in convention I 
aecure all they could for silver, but tha 
they were not authorized to bolt if the 
found themselves in a minority and tha 
the more they conferred the more gen 
eral was the opinion they should stan 
by the Republican organization. Amon 
tbe Republicans of the west, the nam 
of M. H. de Young, member of th 
national committee from California an 
a strong advocate of free ailver, is a 
ready being urged in connection wit 
the nomination for vice president. 


When De Young was asked for _ 


expression of his views as to the cours 
of the silver men, ho said: 


"The delegates from the silver state 
are veiy determined in their desire to 
advance the interests of silver. The 
want the right to have the free coin 
age of silver at 10 to 1. Some of them 
are very radical, and talk about leavir 
tbe convention in case their views a. 
not adopted. This action will not be 
general. It is generally known tha 
Colorado under the leadership of Telle 
proposes to walk out of the convention 
The California delegation has been in 
structed to vote for McKinley, and th 
convention adopted a resolution in favo 
of the free coinage of silver. But ou 
delegation does not intend to leave the 
party or cenveation in case of a faihm 
of that nature. The men, especially o 
Colorado, Montana anJ other states 
;hlnk that if Teller would bo nominate 
sy (ho Democratic party in Chicago 
there would bo no question of hia in 
dorsement by the two conventions tha 
meet in St. Louis on July 22d. That is 
ho silver party convention and the 
Populist convention. In fact it is an 
understanding already made and agreed 
that both conventions will indorse the 
nomination of Teller. If Teller is nomi- 
nated by these three parties my private

The Proposition of Floating Bonds

No 
etops toward raising money for the ex- 
tension south of Fresno will bo taken 
until after the meeting of the stock sub- 
ecription trustees June 10th to pass 
inon the proposition of floating $6,000,- 
000 in bonds.

CRIMINAL PROCEDURE. 


The K*d Bloff Sentinel is strenuouelj 


urging such a change in the law per- 
taining to the trial of mnrderere that 
the execution of those having money or 
influence may follow within a reasonable 
time after they have been found guilty. 
As an illustration of the 'necessity of 
each a change it cites tho caaes of Dur- 
rant of this state and Holmea of New 
York. The two men were tried at about 
the eatne time, and each wa& found 
guilty of a moet heinous crime. Under 
the laws of New York elate, Holmes al- 
ready baa paid the penalty of his deed 
and his life has been forfeited to the 
law. Under the lawa of California, 
Durrant itill U sl.vs and it is impossible 
to eay bow tnach longer he will exist. 
Had Holmes been tried in California, he 
would have been alive today. 


The cftBet) which the Sentinel cites are 


but two of many which might be men' 
tioned. They point clearly enough to 
the conclusion that the law* of thii 
•late do not uafficienUy protect citizens 
•gainst their criminal enemies. If our 
people regard the sanctity of human 
life aa highly as do those of some other 
statoe, certainly thin regard ia not ai 
Btronnly expressed in our statutes. Let 
a murderer have money or influence, and 
it will be a long day before he will 
Bland upon a gallows. The fact is so 
notorious as to be beyond dispute. 


The 
RfiruiiucAN does not suggest 


that our laws of criminal procedure 
have been enacted in the interest of 
lawyers, but it does Bay that they hap- 
pen to work unto that end. Given a 
long and well-filled pocketbook, and 
lawyer knowa very well that his mur- 
derous client is safely hie until that 
pocketbook is quite dry. Doubtless it 
merely happens that this condition of 
affairs exists under our statutes, but 
exist it does. 


The Se.ntine] is right when it urges the 


necessity of a change in such laws, and 
it ia equally riftht when it suggests that 


• perhaps "if the newspapers of the state 


give this aubject the prominence that it 
deserves, a change in our present lawi 
will be made by the legislature next 
winter." We suppose there is no doubt 
that the newspapers could by united 
action do much toward attaining BO de- 
airable an end, but that they will eo 
unite is by no means so certain. This is 
* preeidential election year, and the 
condition of our laws of criminal pro- 
cedure, aa well as many other things, ia 
Tery apt to be forgotten in the stress ol 
politic*. Still, there is no question that 
the lave need changing, and very badly, 
too. 


Mocn as we may dislike to admit it, 


ihie free republic la not the only coun- 
try on earth where the offspring o 
plain and more or less honest parents 
may hope to rise to high place and gain 
political honors that will insure the 
printing of their pictures in the newspa- 
pers. The father of Ling Hung Chang, 
the Chineae statesman, for instance, waa 
a woodcnopper and his mother a hired 
girl.

is Granted Three 


Deputies. 


The question of the mid-day meal for 


the cbaingang was brought up in a new 
ahape before the auperviaora yeaterday 
.when Deputy Overseer AI Henry in- 
formed the board that he had taken out 
ten prisoners into the park and that 
they had refused to work unless supplied 
with a mid-day meal. 


The proportion ia practically identi- 


caj with that which induced the super- 
visors to abolish the rock rile. The 
sheriff had given the chaingang a mid- 
day meal and had charged for it. The 
supervisors held that the sheriff was 
bound by their order of last October di- 
recting that the cbaingatig be kept con- 
tinuously at work during the day and 
that prisoners be allowed only two 
mealaa day. 
Sheriff Bcott refused to 


work the chainRanjj without tho meal. 
The supervisors thereupon abolished the 
rock pile and directed that the prisoners 
bo turned over to tho court house jani- 
tor or the deputy park keeper for such 
work no might be required of them.

inexorable 


about the two meal a day order. It waa 
decided by a unanimous vote (Hoao be- 
ing absent) to authorize Deputy Al 
Henry t.o engage three men at $1.50 a 
day each for such work aa may bo neces- 
eary in tho court house park. This will 
pul tho county to an expense of $4,50 
per day, but there will atill be no lunch

the oldest established busineas houses 
in this line having been forced out of 
the trade." 


Answering a query regarding the mar- 


keting of raisins, Mr. Armsby eoid: "I 
strongly advocate the concentration of 
stocks and holding for f.o.b. bufcineae. 
It is comparatively an Inexpensive 
matter to erect warehouses in the val- 
ley which, with the houses already in 
the business, could warehouse the rai- 
ein product under proper bueineea con- 
ditions. You can ator? your raieiua 
here much cheaper than in the Kaet, 
and in storing them here need not a^- 
ticipate money to pay freight which, in 
itself, is no email item. You can not 
expect the eastern merchant to have 
confidence in the value of your product 
if you do not manifest that confidence 
yourselves, and shipping to irresponsi-

Effects of the Sales. 


WASHINGTON, June O.—Secretary Car 


Hole's reply to tbo eub-comuiittoo of th 
senate finance committee charged with 
tbe investigation of the ialo of Uoitec 
Stateo bonds during tbe yeara 1804,180 
and 1800, was made public today. Th 
Btatement is dated June Ut. Eoviowioi 
tbe couditione which led to tbe bond ia 
Buee, tbe secrutary eaye: 


"Largely on account ot the apprehen 


fliou incurred ae to tbe ability of th 
government to continue the current re- 
demption of the notes in gold coin am 
maintain the parity of tbo two metal? 
the exports of gold during the fiaca 
year 1893 reached tbe un precedents 
amount of flOS,GSO,S14, nearly all o 
which wes withdrawn from the pnbli 
treasury by the presentation oi notes fo 
redemption. 


"Notwithstanding tbe uio&t etrcnuou 


efforts by the department to inaintaii 
the $100,000,000 reserve intact on th 
22d day of April, 1803, it became neces 
eary to uae a part of it for redemption 
purposes. 


"Very little gold being received on ac- 


count of the duties of the government 
it *ras therefore impossible to restore 
the reserve without resorting to the 
issue sod sale of bonds under the au 
tbority conferred by tbe resumption 
act." 


Tbe secretary then refers to tbe bom 


call of January 17,1894, which nottec 
the government $58,060.917. From thai 
date to November 14, 1894, when the 
free gold in the treasury waa $61,878,- 
374, the amount varied but little. 


The secretary continues: "In the 


meantime tbe frequent presentation o: 
notes for redemption in gold by in- 
dividuals and institutions not desiring 
it for exportation, clearly indicated the 
exietence of uneasineaa in tbe public 
mind, while withdrawals for shipment 
were daily threatened. Ae tbe season 
approached when large exports nearly 
always occur, it was conejdered ab§o- 
lutely necessary for tbe maintenance of 
the public credit and tbe continued ex- 
ecution of tbe monetary policy declared 
by congress in the act of July 14, 1890, 
and repealed in tbe act of November 18, 
1893, to resort again to the iesue of 
bonda." 


The terms and results of the second 


bond issue are then stated. Secretary 
Carlisle enye: 


"It soon became evident that the 


transaction bad not been effectual to 
ttop the withdrawal of gold. 
These 


large withdrawals were due almost en- 
tirely, ao far aa could be ascertained, to 
a feeling of apprehension in tho public 
mind and especially among tbe holdere 
of our securities abroad which increased 
in intensity from day to day until it 
reached the proportions of * panic in 
tbe financial centers and it waa evident 
that unless affnrtual steps were promptly 
taken to check the growing distrust, tbe 
government would become compelled 
within a few days to suspend gold pay- 
ments and to drop to a silver and paper 
standard. 'The situation waa ao grave 
that the attention of congress was called 


* to tbe subject on the 28th of January, 
1895." 


After freely quoting from this mes- 


sage, tbe secretary says that congress 
having failed to pass any measure for 
tbe relief of the treasury, a contract 
waa entered into on February 8, 1895, 
with A liens t Belmont <t Go. of New 
York, and J.F. 
Mnrfran & Co. for tbe 


purchase of 3,500,000 ounces of stand- 
ard gold at the price cf $17.30441 per 
ounce, to be paid for in United States 
SO.year 4 per cent bonda. Not lesa than 
one-half the gold waa to be procured 
abroad, and the parties agreed eo far ma 
lay in their power to exert any finan- 
cial influence to mako all legitimate ef- 
forts to protect tbe treasury against tbe 
witbdrawal pending tbe complete per- 
formance of the contract." 


The secretary quotee from the Presi- 


dent's message sent to congress immedi- 
ately ou the execution of the contract In 
which be again calls attention to the 
financial condition. The agreement to 
protect tbe treasury gold, the oecretary 
flays, waa faithfully carried out, and he 
udda: "AfLer a Urge part of tbe gold 
tiad been furnished from abroad tbe 
tjocretary, in order to prevent disturb- 
ances in rates of foreign exchange and 
create a condition Ihatfwould force Kold 
exorta and consequent withdrawals, 
acquiesced iu a departure from tho lit- 
eral terms of the contract requiring one- 
half to be procured abroad and accepted 
gold then held iu this country to com- 
plete the delivery." 


Withdrawals of gold again »t in and 


on December '2, 1895, the President 
again eeut a message to congress asking 


• remedial legislation, bat 
none waa 


enacted, and on January 0, 1896, a cir- 
cular was issued asking for subscriptions 
for |1DO,000,000 4-per ceut bonda. 


The secretary cays: "My opinion ia 


tbat the prices received by tbe povern- 
ment for bonds in 1801, '05 and '96 were 
as high &a it waa poeaible to get under 
the circumstances existinn at the time 
when tbe sales were made. Tbe fact 
that the bonda are offered for Bale by 
tne government only at timea when the 
financial affairs of the 
country are 


greatly disturbed and tbe market more 
or leas depressed on account of business 
feeling and insecurity which always pre- 
vails at auch periods among investors, 
necessarily prevents the realization of ae 
good prices aa might be procured If ad* 
vantage could be taken of tbe moat fa- 
vorable opportunitieu for effecting tne 
aalea. 
The eauie conditions which 


make the issue of bonda necessary also 
depress the price of eucb securities iu 
all the markela of ibe world and conse- 
quently the government is compelled to 
make its aalea under tbe moat unfavor- 
able circuraauncea. 


"In relation to the part of the reao 


lutiou which directs the committee bo 
investigate and report what effect the 
bond Bales had on tbe credit and buai 
naaa of the people of tbe United dtates 
1 have the honor to Bay that in myopin 
ion the Balsa were necessary for th 
preservation of tbe credit of tbe govern 
ment and the security of the buaines 
interests of the people and that they in 
fact accomplished those results. 


"In general the effect of each sale wa 


to rectore con fid face for the time beinj 
at least, iu tbe power and purpose o 
the government to maintain its own 
credit, to preserve the parity of out 
coins and tbe value of our currency, t 
check 'tbo return of our securities in 
large amounts from European countrie 
for tale in tbo markets here."

which the Armenians passed Sunda] 
night at a mass meeting held for tbe 
purpose. They say fiat lawlessness 
does not excuse lawlessness, and they 
intend to abide by the law and assis 
the authorities in upholding and en 
forcing the law, should the murderer or 
murderers be discovered, .Every line o 
the resolutions breathes a spirit of good 
citizenship. The resolutions are as fol 
Iowa: 


WHEREAS, A terrible crime has been 


committed in our midst, and the victim 
of this tragedy were our neighbors 
friends and countrymen;. therefore be it 


Resolved, That we hereby pledge our 


loyalty and devotion to the country o 
our adoption, holding sacred its laws 
and customs, and believing that these 
lawa should, must and* shall be pre- 
served. 


That we of the Armenian nationality 


but of American citizenship, do vigor 
ously and unreservedly condemn ant 
denounce all attempts at lawless vio- 
lence or resistance of the law of the 
land. 


That we as a people are shocked anr 


horrified by the recent brutal murder o: 
Stephen Sbahamarian and family, am 
we hereby pledge ourselves that we will 
given every assistance within our power 
towards helping the officers of tbe law 
to difcover the guilty party and to 
bring such party to punishment under 
the law. 


That we, having left oar native land 


on account of oppreeeion, coming to 
America for the purpose of securing the 
blessings of liberty, believing that hu* 
man liberty does not me in license, an- 
archy, nihilism, or mob violence, bat 
rather that liberty meanaatrict observa- 
tion of all regulations adopted by the 
majority of the people of this country, 
we admonish and implore our frlende 
and countrymen to take no violent and 
nnlawful means of wreaking justice or 
vengeance on the assassin when he, or 
.bey, may be diecoveied. 


Let us as a people and as loyal Ameri- 


can citizens do nothing that in after 
years may stand as a reproach to the 
teneral character and reputation of the 
Armenian people of Fresno. 


That in the death of Stephen Shaba- 


narian and family we have lost some of 
be best and kindest of neighbors and 
rienda, that the itate has lost good citi* 
ens and the community valuable mem- 
ters.

Intok nguiust tho dolioiito moiubniucu 
that lino tho throat that irritation uiun: 
or loss painful is cuused, ami if it con- 
tinues any leiiKth of tinio ulcers vill 
form, ami so will :i doctor's bill. 


CoutTol of tho tuiiKUU is oscolleiit in 


till senses of tlio wonl. Physically this 
orgim may bo xuiuitigcd by depressing ii 
into H hollow ut i\ iioiut throc-quartcrj 
pf an inch but'k of where tho tip of it 
comes when in u nntural position in tho 
mouth and ut tho wuno time singing 
very light hoad (ones. This exercise 
rixutiros soino patience at first, but (ho 
habit of keeping (ho touguo down is 
soon ucijuircd.

the free passage of tho toiies of the voice 
from the throat to tho front of (ho 
month, whero they should Btrike and 
then oscapu clear as u uolL 
This hoop- 


ing up of tho tongue iutho mouth is llio 
cause cf much of tlio indistinct iuid 
slovenly utttnniccs to which we r.rc too 
often obliged to listen. 


Iu miiny people wo notice tho lino 


from the point cf the rhin to tho neck 
is in tho form of n right angle. In ;i 
shapely throat this lino forms n curve' 
jnst as a canary's does when the small 
yellow artist is M-arbling his carols. 


To develop the throat and jnako this 


mi trio a curve, staud before a inirror KO 
that you may watch tho throat swell 
out. Now thrust your tongue out as far 
as it will go, then draw it back quickly 
and forcibly, at (ho same tiiuo bringing 
it downward in tho month as fur as you 
can. Place your thumb and forefinger 
against tho larynx (commonly called 
the Adam's apple), and if you are mak- 
ing tins right movement you will feel
